TALLYING P IN L A PP L L S , 


D n l c k W o r k D on e In H an d l i n g tlu* Frtttt 
on t h e N e w York W h ar f . 
The pineapple season lasts from about 
March 1 to about Aug. 1. 
New York 
gets pineapple» from the Florida keys, 
from the West Indies and from The Ba­ 
hamas. 
Some come in steamers, some 
in sailing vessels. Pineapples from Ha­ 
vana by steamer art brought in barrels 
and crates. 
Pineapples brought in sail­ 
ing vessels are brought mostly in bulk 
— not thrown In loosely, however, but 
snugly stowed, so that as many as pos­ 
sible may be got into a \ossel. 
On 
th» ' 
wharfs 
here 
pineapples 
brought in bulk an* handled w ith great 
celerity. 
Men in the hold of the vessel 
fill bushel baskets with them and hand 
the baskets upon dock, where they are 
passed along and set up on the string- 
pieee of the wharf. The truck- in whit h 
they art* to be carted away an* backed 
down handy. 
A box of suitable height, 
and which is as long as the truck is 
wide, is platvd at the end of the track. 
A man standing near on the wharf lifts 
the baskets from the stnugpieee and 
sets them up on this box. 
Two men 
stand at the box, each with a basket of 
pineapples in front of him, to count the 
pines and throw them into the truck, 
which has racks at the sides; lengths of 
board are placed across the end as the 
load rises. Two men stand in the truck 
to level the fruit as it comes to them. 
The tw o counters are * xp< rts, and they 
work w ith great rapidity and steadiness, 
keeping pineapples going all the time. 
Each man picks up two pineapples at a 
time, one with each hand, and gives 
them a toss into the truck, both men 
counting as they go along, one after an­ 
other, “ one,” “ tw o,” “ three, ” “ four,” 
“ five,” and so on up, each count mean­ 
ing two pineapples. 
When they -trike 
“ one hundred,” the tallyman makes a 
straight chalk mark on the end of the 
truck ; that stands for 200 pineapples. 
While he is making the chalk mark the 
other counter keeps right on, and he may 
have got lip to “ tw o” or “ three” again, 
for it takes a second or two to make the 
chalk mark, but by that time the tally­ 
man is at it again chim ing in with 
“ four,” and away 
they 
go together 
again, counting up rapidly toward an­ 
other hundred. 
If a man on the load 
finds a s p e c k e d pine, he drops it over 
the side of the truck into a basket that 
stands th ere, and says: “ Oneout. ” The 
tallyman tosses in one without count­ 
ing, to k( ep the count good. 
As fast 
as 
the ton titers empty the 
b as k e t s they push them off the box, and 
the man at the stringpieeesets tip a full 
on< in its place and tin* counters k< ep 
the pineapples going without cessation. 
At the fifth hundred the tallyman makes 
a mark diagonally across the four la* 
has already made, in tlu* commonly 
ust'd method of tallying freight ; hut 
these five marks here stand for 1,000 
pineapple's. On a double truck there are 
usually carried from 4,500 to 5,500 
pineapples; on 
a single truck, from 
2,000 to 6,500.— New York Suu.

Mr. Wood, a friend cf Doan Boyle’s, 
had at one time, when the Duke of 
Wellington wa s very ill in London, 
com** from the city to a country house 
at which Peel wa s visiting.

he arrived, Sir Robert ca lled him aside 
and asked w ith inte nse anxie ty wha t 
wa s the* la test news of the duke’s eoneli- 
liem. 
R wa s considered hopeless, anel 
Mr. Wood tcld him so. 
The gre at niin- 
lster broke down utterly, 
crying out 
w ith a burst of tears: 
“ He is the truest man I ha ve ever 
know n!” 
The duk1"*, however, recovered despite 
the predictions of his doctors, and sur­ 
v iva l Peel. 
The same gentlema n— Mr. Wood— by 
a curious coincidence wa s present when 
Peel wa s thrown from his horse and re­ 
ceived the injuries which resulted in his 
death. 
He hastened to hiH assistance, 
procured a carriage and accompanied 
him home, rem a ining for some time in 
tin; la,use to render the fa m ily wha t 
services be m ight in thiir tim e of con­ 
fusion and distress. 
He wa s yet there 
when the Duke of W ellington arrived 
to make inquiries, and wa s deputed by 
La dy Peel to receive him.

by a speculator w ho m ight wish to puff 
his own wares, but by a little knot of 
audacious y« » uths w ho combined as Steele 
and Addison combined in The Specta­ 
tor. 
It seems tha t at first they scarcely 
even contempla ted the necessity of an 
editor, and bydney Smith wa s less ed­ 
itor than president of the little com­ 
m ittee of authors at the start. 
W hen Jeffrey took up the duty he 
wa s careful to ma ke it understood that 
his work wa s to be strictly subordinate 
to his professional labors, and he had no 
inkling that liis fa me would come to 
depend upon liis editorship. 
The Edin­ 
burgh, however, soon became a review 
of the normal kind. 
Cobbett, on the 
other hand, started his Politica l Register 
as a kind of riva l to The Annua l Regis­ 
ter. 
It wa s to be m a inly a collection of 
sta te papers and official documents, but 
it seen chongi d in liis hands into the 
likeness of D efoe’s old Review. 
It be­ 
ca me a personal ma nifesto of Cobbett 
himself, and as such held a most impor­ 
ta nt place in the journa lism of the time. 
But Cobbett was, and m some wa ys re­ 
m a ins, unique, a nd , as the newspaper 
has developed, the “ w e ” has superseded 
the “ I ” and the organism become too 
complex to represent any single person. 
—Na tiona l Review.

The w in te r’s trade w a s over, and 
nearly all the Indians had left the vi­ 
cinity of our little 
trading post on the 
Missouri to pa-s the sum m er back on 
the prairie and along the foothills of 
the m ountains. W e had shipped all our 
turs and robes on the last dow n steamer, 
an d now there was absolutely nothing 
for us to do but kill tim e as best we 
could until another season’s trade should 
begin. Situated as we were some 800 
m iles from the nearest tow n, our post 
w as not a very lively place in sum m er, 
an d our only neighbor w as a saloon 
m an who had built a place 50 yards 
above us. But w ith him we had little 
to do. He was a surly, unkem pt fellow,

The w om an, m uch lighter colored 
than m any a ¡Spanish w om an, had a sin ­ 
g ularly gract ful figure, and her features 
w ere w ell nigh faultless. H er eyes were 
exceptionally large and brilliant, full of 
expression, and were shaded by long, 
sw eeping lashes. Her hair, neatly braid­ 
ed, hung in tw o massive strand s almost 
to the ground. Q uiver w ould have served 
an artist for a model of Apollo. W hat 
I liked best about him w as the broad, 
high brow and square cut chin, which 
even in a savage denotes a keen in telli­ 
gence united w ith force of character.
